Hoyne Raids.

The front of the shoulder on the left 
side is finished to make an extension 
hem, and this\can be done by cutting 
a strip the length of the shoulder seam 
and one inch or a little wider, and first 
stitching this in a narrow seam to the 
raw edge of the front shoulder, then 
turning it towards the wrong side so 
it will look like a bound edge on the 
right side. Turn in the other edge 
and stitch it to the blouse exactly on 
the line marking the seam on the shoul- 
der. 

The sleeves would better be set in 
with a narrow bias piping, as this will 
allow the left shoulder to be closed at 
the point where the sleeve is set in. 
Care will have to be taken in basting 
the piping in place not to make the 
armhole smaller, and after the sleeves 
are basted in position the seam will 
need clipping at rather close intervals 
to prevent “ drawing.” The yoke should 
have a lining stitched in a seam on the 


wrong side around the top and hemmed | 


over the seam around the bottom. 

To make a neat finish to the arm- 
holes stitch a bias binding in when 
the sleeves are stitched in, and hem 
down over the raw edge. A binding

St. James’ Episcopal church, Cass 
and Huron streets, celebrates today the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of its rector’s 
tenure of office. In January, 1895, the 
Rev. James S. Stone, D. D., accepted 
the cal! of the church and the urgent 
appeal of Bishop MacLaren and became 
rector. 


St. James’ is the mother church of 
the Episcopal communion in Chicago, 
having been established eighty- -five 
years ago. Its anniversary was cele 
brated last November. 

This historic church has always in- 
cluded people prominent in Chicago’s 
business and social life. One of its 
founders was the son of the first white 
settler of Chicago—John Kinzie. 
Willlam B. Egan, Ely B. illiams, 
Hans Crocker, John L. Wilcox, Giles 
Spring, and William Pettit are other 
names included not only in the church's 
but in the city’s hall of fame. 

The square stone tower and the me- 
morial to civil war heroes alone sur- 
vived the Chicago fire. The St. An- 
drew’s chapel, given as a memoria! to 
James L. Houghteling, founder 6f the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, was builtin. 
1913, and is one of the choicest pieces 
of architecture west of New York. The 
scene of many fashionable weddings, it 
has been called Chicago's " Little 
Chureh Around the Corner.” 

St. James’ possesses a large four 

storied parish house, given in memory 
_ of Willlam B. Stickney. It was used 
recently as headquarters of the nation- 
wide campaign for the diocese of Chi- 
cago. 
The speakers at the celebration at 
the 10:45 a. m. service today will be the 
Rt. Rev. Charles P. Anderson, b'shop 
of Chicago, and the Very Rev. William 
C.. De Witt, D.D., dean of Western 
Theologiéal seminary. A memorial 
book, signed by the members of the 
congregation, will be presented to Dr. 
Stone. 

The rector will deliver the sermon, 
recounting important historical events 
in which S.. James’ church figured in 
former years when it was the acknow!l- 
edged leader in social, philanthropic,

Two more beautiful ‘pictures have 
been added to the exhibition of paint- 
ings by Charles Francis Browne at the 
Art institute.
